Unto  the  woman  he  said,  I  will  greatly  multiply 
thy  pain  and  thy  conception;  in  pain  thou  shalt  bring 
forth  children;  and  thy  desire  shall  be  to  thy  husband, 
and  he  shall  rule  over  thee.

Because  thou  hast  hearkened  unto  the  voice  of  thy 
wife,  and  hast  eaten  of  the  tree,  of  which  I  com- 
manded thee,  saying.

Is 
not  the  whole  land  before  thee?  separate  thyself,  I 
pray  thee,  from  me :  if  thou  wilt  take  the  left  hand, 
then  I  will  go  to  the  right;  or  if  thou  take  the  right 
hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the  left.  And  Lot  lifted  up  his 
eyes,  and  beheld  all  the  Plain  of  the  Jordan,  that  it  was 
well  watered  every  where,  before  Jehovah  destroyed 
Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  like  the  garden  of  Jehovah,  like 
the  land  of  Egypt,  as  thou  goest  unto  Zoar.  So  Lot 
chose  him  all  the  Plain  of  the  Jordan;  and  Lot  jour- 
neyed east:  and  they  separated  themselves  the  one 
from  the  other.  Abram  dwelt  in  the  land  of  Canaan, 
and  Lot  dwelt  in  the  cities  of  the  Plain,  and  moved  his 
tent  as  far  as  Sodom.  Now  the  men  of  Sodom  were 
wicked  and  sinners  against  Jehovah  exceedingly. 
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And  Jehovah  said  unto  Abram,  after  that  Lot  was 
separated  from  him,  Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  look 
from  the  place  where  thou  art,  northward  and  south- 
ward and  eastward  and  westward:  for  all  the  land 
which  thou  seest,  to  thee  will  I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed 
for  ever.  And  I  will  make  thy  seed  as  the  dust  of  the 
earth :  so  that  if  a  man  can  number  the  dust  of  the 
earth,  then  may  thy  seed  also  be  numbered.  Arise, 
walk  through  the  land  in  the  length  of  it  and  in  the 
breadth  of  it;  for  unto  thee  will  I  give  it.  And  Abram 
moved  his  tent,  and  came  and  dwelt  by  the  oaks  of 
Mamre,  which  are  in  Hebron,  and  built  there  an  altar 
unto  Jehovah.

And 
I  will  give  this  people  favor  in  the  sight  of  the  Egyp- 
tians :  and  it  shall  Come  to  pass,  that,  when  ye  go,  ye 
shall  not  go  empty:  but  every  woman  shall  ask  of  her 
neighbor,  and  of  her  that  sojourneth  in  her  house, 
jewels  of  silver,  and  jewels  of  gold,  and  raiment:  and 
ye  shall  put  them  upon  your  sons,  and  upon  your  daugh- 
ters ;  and  ye  shall  despoil  the  Egyptians.

ND  Jehovah  spake  unto  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  saying,  This  month  shall  be  unto  you 
the  beginning  of  months  :  it  shall  be  the  first  month  of 
the  year  to  you.  Speak  ye  unto  all  the  congregation 
of  Israel,  saying.  In  the  tenth  day  of  this  month  they 
shall  take  to  them  every  man  a  lamb,  according  to  their 
fathers'  houses,  a  lamb  for  a  household:  and  if  the 
household  be  too  little  for  a  lamb,  then  shall  he  and 
his  neighbor  next  unto  his  house  take  one  according 
to  the  number  of  the  souls ;  according  to  every  man's 
eating  ye  shall  make  your  caunt  for  the  lamb.  Your 
lamb  shall  be  without  blemish,  a  male  a  year  old :  ye 
shall  take  it  from  the  sheep,  or  from  the  goats:  and 
ye  shall  keep  it  until  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  same 
month;  and  the  whole  assembly  of  the  congregation 
of  Israel  shall  kill  it  at  even.  And  they  shall  take 
of  the  blood,  and  put  it  on  the  two  side-posts  and  on 
the  lintel,  upon  the  houses  wherein  they  shall  eat  it. 
*  *  *  And  thus  shall  ye  eat  it :  with  5^our  loins  girded, 
your  shoes  on  your  feet,  and  your  staff  in  your  hand; 
and  ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste :  it  is  Jehovah's  passover. 
For  I  will  go  through  the  land  of  Egypt  in  that  night, 
and  will  smite  all  the  first-born  in  the  land  of  Egypt, 
both  man  and  beast;  and  against  all  the  gods  of  Egypt 
I  will  execute  judgments:  I  am  Jehovah.  And  the 
blood  shall  be  to  you  for  a  token  upon  the  houses  where 
ye  are:  and  when  I  see  the  blood,  I  will  pass  over  you, 
and  there  shall  no  plague  be  upon  you  to  destroy  you, 
when  I  smite  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  this  day  shall  be 
unto  you  for  a  memorial,  and  ye  shall  keep  it  a  feast 
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to  Jehovah :  throughout  your  generations  ye  shall  keep 
it  a  feast  by  an  ordinance  for  ever.  *  *  * 

Then  !Moses  called  for  all  the  elders  of  Israel,  and 
said  unto  them,  Draw  out,  and  take  you  lambs  accord- 
ing to  your  families,  and  kill  the  passover.  And  ye 
shall  take  a  bunch  of  hyssop,  and  dip  it  in  the  blood 
that  is  in  the  basin,  and  strike  the  lintel  and  the  two 
side-posts  with  the  blood  that  is  in  the  basin;  and  none 
of  you  shall  go  out  of  the  door  of  his  house  until  the 
morning.  For  Jehovah  will  pass  through  to  smite  the 
Egyptians ;  and  when  he  seeth  the  blood  upon  the  lintel, 
and  on  the  two  side-posts,  Jehovah  will  pass  over  the 
door,  and  will  not  suffer  the  destroyer  to  come  in  unto 
your  houses  to  smite  you.  And  ye  shall  observe  this 
thing  for  an  ordinance  to  thee  and  to  thy  sons  for 
ever.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  ye  are  come  to 
the  land  which  Jehovah  will  give  you,  according  as  he 
hath  promised,  that  ye  shall  keep  this  service.  And  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  when  your  children  shall  say  unto 
you,  What  mean  ye  by  this  service?  that  ye  shall  say, 
It  is  the  sacrifice  of  Jehovah's  passover,  who  passed 
over  the  houses  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  when 
he  smote  the  Egyptians,  and  delivered  our  houses.  And 
the  people  bowed  the  head  and  worshipped.

ND  it  was  told  the  king  of  Egypt  that  the  people 
were  fled :  and  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  and  of  his 
servants  was  changed  towards  the  people,  and  they 
said,  What  is  this  we  have  done,  that  we  have  let 
Israel  go  from  serving  us?  And  he  made  ready  his 
chariot,  and  took  his  people  with  him :  and  he  took  six 
hundred  chosen  chariots,  and  all  the  chariots  of  Egypt, 
and  captains  over  all  of  them.  And  Jehovah  hardened 
the  heart  of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  and  he  pursued 
after  the  children  of  Israel :  for  the  children  of  Israel 
went  out  with  a  high  hand.  And  the  Egyptians  pursued 
after  them,  all  the  horses  and  chariots  of  Pharaoh,  and

And  when  Pharaoh  drew  nigh,  the  children  of  Israel 
lifted  up  their  eyes,  and,  behold,  the  Egyptians  were 
marching  after  them;  and  they  were  sore  afraid:  and 
the  children  of  Israel  cried  out  unto  Jehovah.  And 
they  said  unto  Moses,  Because  there  were  no  graves 
in  Egypt,  hast  thou  taken  us  away  to  die  in  the  wil- 
derness? wherefore  hast  thou  dealt  thus  with  us,  to 
bring  us  forth  out  of  Egypt?  Is  not  this  the  word 
that  we  spake  unto  thee  in  Egypt,  saying.  Let  us  alone, 
that  "we  may  serve  the  Egyptians?  For  it  were  better 
for  us  to  serve  the  Egyptians,  than  that  we  should  die 
in  the  wilderness.  And  Moses  said  unto  the  people, 
Fear  ye  not,  stand  still,  and  see  the  salvation  of  Jeho- 
vah, which  he  will  work  for  you  to-day:  for  the  Egyp- 
tians whom  ye  have  seen  to-day,  ye  shall  see  them  again 
no  more  for  ever.  Jehovah  will  fight  for  you,  and  ye 
shall  hold  your  peace.  ^  ^ 
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And  Moses  stretched  out  his  hand  over  the  sea;  and 
Jehovah  caused  the  sea  to  go  hack  by  a  strong  east 
wind  all  the  night,  and  made  the  sea  dry  land,  and  the 
waters  were  divided.  And  the  children  of  Israel  went 
into  the  midst  of  the  sea  upon  the  dry  ground:  and 
the  waters  were  a  wall  unto  them  on  their  right  hand, 
and  on  their  left!  And  the  Egyptians  pursued,  and 
went  in  after  them  into  the  midst  of  the  sea,  all  Pha- 
raoh's horses,  his  chariots,  and  his  horsemen.  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  the  morning  watch,  that  Jehovah  looked 
forth  upon  the  host  of  the  Egyptians  through  the  pillar 
of  fire  and^  of  cloud,  and  discomfited  the  host  of  the 
Egyptians.  '  And  he  took  off  their  chariot  wheels,  and 
they  drove  them  heavily;  so  that  the  Egyptians  said, 
Let  us  flee  from  the  face  of  Israel;  for  Jehovah  fight- 
eth  for  them  against  the  Egyptians.

Exodus  19: 


the  third  month  after  the  children  of  Israel  were 
gone  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  the  same  day 
came  they  into  the  wilderness  of  Sinai.  *  *  *  And 
Moses  went  up  unto  God,  and  Jehovah  called  unto  him 
out  of  the  mountain,  saying.  Thus  shalt  thou  say  to 
the  house  of  Jacob,  and  tell  the  children  of  Israel: 
Ye  have  seen  what  I  did  unto  the  Egyptians,  and  how 
I  bare  you  on  eagles'  wings,  and  brought  you  unto 
myself.  Now  therefore,  if  ye  will  obey  my  voice 
indeed,  and  keep  my  covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  mine 
own  possession  from  among  all  peoples :  for  all  the 
earth  is  mine:  and  ye  shall  be  unto  me  a  kingdom 
of  priests,  and  a  holy  nation.  These  are  the  words 
which  thou  shalt  speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

And  Moses  came  and  called  for  the  elders  of  the 
people,  and  set  before  them  all  these  words  which  Je- 
hovah commanded  him.  And  all  the  people  answered 
together,  and  said.  All  that  Jehovah  hath  spoken  we 
will  do.  And  Moses  reported  the  words  of  the  people 
unto  Jehovah.  And  Jehovah  said  unto  Moses,  Lo,  I 
come  unto  thee  in  a  thick  cloud,  that  the  people  may 
hear  when  I  speak  with  thee,  and  may  also  believe  thee 
for  ever.  And  Moses  told  the  words  of  the  people 
unto  Jehovah.  And  Jehovah  said  unto  Moses,  Go  unto 
the  people,  and  sanctify  them  to-day  and  to-morrow, 
and  let  them  wash  their  garments,  and  be  ready  against 
the  third  day;  for  the  third  day  Jehovah  will  come 
down  in  the  sight  of  all  the  people  upon  mount  Sinai. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  day,  when  it  was 
morning,  that  there  were  thunders  and  lightnings,  and 
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a  thick  cloud  upon  the  mount,  and  the  voice  of  a  trum- 
pet exceeding  loud;  and  all  the  people  that  were  in  the 
camp  trembled.  And  Moses  brought  forth  the  people 
out  of  the  camp  to  meet  God;  and  they  stood  at  the 
nether  part  of  the  mount.  And  mount  Sinai,  the  whole 
of  it,  smoked,  because  Jehovah  descended  upon  it  in 
fire;  and  the  smoke  thereof  ascended  as  the  smoke  of 
a  furnace,  and  the  whole  mount  quaked  greatly.  And 
when  the  voice  of  the  trumpet  waxed  louder  and  loud- 
er, Moses  spake,  and  God  answered  him  by  a  voice. 
And  Jehovah  came  down  upon  mount  Sinai,  to  the  top 
of  the  mount :  and  Jehovah  called  Moses  to  the  top  of 
the  mount ;  and  Moses  went  up.

And  he  shall  take  the 
two  goats,  and  set  them  before  Jehovah  at  the  door  of 
the  tent  of  meeting.  And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon 
the  two  goats ;  one  lot  for  Jehovah,  and  the  other  lot 
for  Azazel.

you;  for  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you, 
to  cleanse  you;  from  all  your  sins  shall  ye  be  clean  be- 
fore Jehovah.  It  is  a  sabbath  of  solemn  rest  unto  you, 
and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls ;  it  is  a  statute  for  ever.

Now  therefore  command  thou  that  they  cut 
me  cedar-trees  out  of  Lebanon;  and  my  servants  shall 
be  with  thy  servants;  and  I  will  give  thee  hire  for  thy 
servants  according  to  all  that  thou  shalt  say:  for  thou 
knowest  that  there  is  not  among  us  any  that  knoweth 
how  to  cut  timber  like  unto  the  Sidonians.  *  *  * 

So  Hiram  gave  Solomon  timber  of  cedar  and  timber 
of  fir  according  to  all  his  desire.  And  Solomon  gave 
Hiram  twenty  thousand  measures  of  wheat  for  food 
to  his  household,  and  twenty  measures  of  pure  oil : 
thus  gave  Solomon  to  Hiram  year  by  year.  And  Jeho- 
vah gave  Solomon  wisdom,  as  he  promised  him;  and 
there  was  peace  between  Hiram  and  Solomon;  and 
they  two  made  a  league  together.  *  *  * 

And  the  king  commanded,  and  they  hewed  out  great 
stones,  costly  stones,  to  lay  the  foundation  of  the  house 
with  wrought  stone.

and  a  time  to  lose;  a  time  to  keep,  and  a  time  to  cast 
away ;  a  time  to  rend,  and  a  time  to  sew ;  a  time  to 
keep  silence,  and  a  time  to  speak;  a  time  to  love,  and 
a  time  to  hate;  a  time  for  war,  and  a  time  for  peace. 
What  profit  hath  he  that  worketh  in  that  wherein  he 
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laboreth?  I  have  seen  the  travail  which  God  hath  given 
to  the  sons  of  men  to  be  exercised  therewith.  He  hath 
made  everything  beautiful  in  its  time:  also  he  hath  set 
eternity  in  their  heart,  yet  so  that  man  cannot  find 
out  the  work  that  God  hath  done  from  the  beginning 
even  to  the  end.  I  know  that  there  is  nothing  better 
for  them,  than  to  rejoice,  and  to  do  good  so  long  as 
they  live.  And  also  that  ever}^  man  should  eat  and 
drink,  and  enjoy  good  in  all  his  labor,  is  the  gift  of 
God.  I  know  that,  whatsoever  God  doeth,  it  shall  be 
for  ever :  nothing  can  be  put  to  it,  nor  anything  taken 
from  it;  and  God  hath  done  it,  that  men  should  fear 
before  him.  That  which  is  hath  been  long  ago;  and 
that  which  is  to  be  hath  long  ago  been :  and  God  seek- 
eth  again  that  which  is  passed  away.

HO  hath  believed  our  message?  and  to  whom  hath 
the  arm  of  Jehovah  been  revealed?

T  pleased  Darius  to  set  over  the  kingdom  a  hundred 
and  twenty  satraps,  who  should  be  throughout  the 
whole  kingdom;  and  over  them  three  presidents,  of 
whom  Daniel  was  one;  that  these  satraps  might  give 
account  unto  them,  and  that  the  king  should  have  no 
damage.  Then  this  Daniel  was  distinguished  above  the 
presidents  and  the  satraps,  because  an  excellent  spirit 
was  in  him;  and  the  king  thought  to  set  him  over  the 
whole  realm. 

Then  the  presidents  and  the  satraps  sought  to  find 
occasion  against  Daniel  as  touching  the  kingdom ;  but 
they  could  find  no  occasion  nor  fault,  forasmuch  as 
he  was  faithful,  neither  was  there  any  error  or  fault 
found  in  him.  Then  said  these  men,  We  shall  not  find 
any  occasion  against  this  Daniel,  except  we  find  it 
against  him  concerning  the  law  of  his  God.  Then  these 
presidents  and  satraps  assembled  together  to  the  king, 
and  said  thus  unto  him,  King  Darius,  live  for  ever. 
All  the  presidents  of  the  kingdom,  the  deputies  and 
the  satraps,  the  counsellors  and  the  governors,  have 
consulted  together  to  establish  a  royal  statute,  and  to 
make  a  strong  interdict,  that  whosoever  shall  ask  a 
petition  of  any  god  or  man  for  thirty  days,  save  of 
thee,  O  king,  he  shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of  lions. 
Now,  O  king,  establish  the  interdict,  and  sign  the  writ- 
ing, that  it  be  not  changed,  according  to  the  law  of 
the  i\Iedes  and  Persians,  which  altereth  not.  Where- 
fore king  Darius  signed  the  writing  and  the  interdict. 

And  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing  was  signed, 
he  went  into  his  house  (now  his  windows  were  open 
in  his  chamber  toward  Jerusalem)  ;  and  he  kneeled 
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upon  his  knees  three  times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave 
thanks  before  his  God,  as  he  did  aforetime.  ^  * 

Then  the  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  Daniel, 
and  cast  him  into  the  den  of  lions.  Now  the  king- 
spake  and  said  unto  Daniel,  Thy  God  whom  thou  serv- 
est  continually,  he  will  deliver  thee.  And  a  stone  was 
brought,  and  laid  upon  the  mouth  of  the  den;  and  the 
king  sealed  it  with  his  own  signet,  and  with  the  signet 
of  his  lords ;  that  nothing  might  be  changed  concern- 
ing Daniel.  Then  the  king  went  to  his  palace,  and 
passed  the  night  fasting;  neither  were  instruments  of 
music  brought  before  him:  and  his  sleep  fled  from  him. 

Then  the  king  arose  very  early  in  the  morning,  and 
went  in  haste  unto  the  den  of  lions.  And  when  he  came 
near  unto  the  den  to  Daniel,  he  cried  with  a  lamentable 
voice ;  the  king  spake  and  said  to  Daniel,  O  Daniel, 
servant  of  the  living  God,  is  thy  God,  whom  thou 
servest  continually,  able  to  deliver  thee  from  the  lions?

Let  be;  let 
us  see  whether  Elijah  cometh  to  save  him.  And  Jesus 
cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  and  yielded  up  his  spirit. 
And  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  two 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth  did  quake; 
and  the  rocks  were  rent;  and  the  tombs  were  opened; 
and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  that  had  fallen  asleep 
were  raised;  and  coming  forth  out  of  the  tombs  after 
his  resurrection  they  entered  into  the  holy  city  and 
appeared  unto  many.  Now  the  centurion,  and  they 
that  were  with  him  watching  Jesus,  when  they  saw 
the  earthquake,  and  the  things  that  ^ere  done,  feared 
exceedingly,  saying.  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God. 
And  many  women  were  there  beholding  from  afar, 
who  had  followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering 
unto  him :  among  whom  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  James  and  Joses,  and  the  mother 
of  the  sons  of  Zebedee.

Now  on  the  morrow,  which  is  the  day  after  the 
Preparation,  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  were 
gathered  together  unto  Pilate,  saying,  Sir,  we  re- 
member that  that  deceiver  said  while  he  was  yet 
alive,  After  three  days  I  rise  again.  Command  there- 
fore that  the  sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the  third 
day,  lest  haply  his  disciples  come  and  steal  him  away, 
and  say  unto  the  people.  He  is  risen  from  the  dead: 
and  the  last  error  will  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate 
said  unto  them,  Ye  have  a  guard :  go,  make  it  as  sure 
as  ye  can.  So  they  went,  and  made  the  sepulchre 
sure,  sealing  the  stone,  the  guard  being  with  them. 

Now  late  on  the  sabbath  day,  as  it  began  to  dawn 
toward  the  first  day  of  the  week,  came  Mary  Magda- 
lene and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre.  And 
behold,  there  was  a  great  earthquake;  for  an  angel  of 
the  Lord  descended  from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled 
away  the  stone,  and  sat  upon  it.  His  appearance  was 
as  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow :  and  for 
fear  of  him  the  watchers  did  quake,  and  became  as 
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dead  men.  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto 
the  women,  Fear  not  ye;  for  I  know  that  ye  seek 
Jesus,  who  hath  been  crucified.  He  is  not  here ;  for 
he  is  risen,  even  as  he  said.  Come,  see  the  place  where 
the  Lord  lay.  And  go  quickly,  and  tell  his  disciples, 
He  is  risen  from  the  dead;  and  lo,  he  goeth  before 
you  into  Galilee ;  there  shall  ye  see  him :  lo,  I  have 
told  you.  And  they  departed  quickly  from  the  tomb 
with  fear  and  great  joy,  and  ran  to  bring  his  disciples 
word.  And  behold,  Jesus  met  them,  saying,  All  hail. 
And  they  came  and  took  hold  of  his  feet,  and  wor- 
shipped him.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them,  Fear  not : 
go  tell  my  brethren  that  they  depart  into  Galilee, 
and  there  shall  they  see  me. 

Now  while  they  were  going,  behold,  some  of  the 
guard  came  into  the  city,  and  told  unto  the  chief 
priests  all  the  things  that  were  come  to  pass.  And 
when  they  were  assembled  with  the  elders,  and  had 
taken  counsel,  they  gave  much  money  unto  the  sol- 
diers, saying.

And 
beginning  from  Moses  and  from  all  the  prophets,  he 
interpreted  to  them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  con- 
cerning himself.  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village, 
whither  they  were  going:  and  he  made  as  though  he 
would  go  further.  And  they  constrained  him,  saying. 
Abide  with  us ;  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day 
is  now  far  spent.  And  he  went  in  to  abide  with  them. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  sat  down  with  them 
to  meat,  he  took  the  bread  and  blessed ;  and  breaking 
it  he  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and 
they  knew  him;  and  he  vanished  out  of  their  sight. 
And  they  said  one  to  another,  Was  not  our  heart  burn- 
ing within  us,  while  he  spake  to  us  in  the  way,  while 
he  opened  to  us  the  scriptures?  And  they  rose  up 
that  very  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  found 
the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  they  that  were  with 
them,  saying.  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  ap- 
peared to  Simon.  And  they  rehearsed  the  things  that 
happened  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of  them 
in  the  breaking  of  the  bread. 

When  therefore  it  was  evening,  on  that  day,  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  and  when  the  doors  were  shut  where 
the  disciples  were,  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  Jesus  came 
and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them.  Peace  he 
unto  you.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  showed  unto 
them  his  hands  and  his  side.  The  disciples  therefore 
were  glad,  when  they  saw  the  Lord.  Jesus  therefore 
said  to  them  again.  Peace  he  unto  you:  as  the  Father 
hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you.  And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Receive  ye  the  Holy  Spirit:  whose  soever  sins  ye  for- 
give, they  are  forgiven  unto  them;  whose  soever  sins 
ye  retain,  \h^y  are  retained. 

But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus,  was 
not  with  them  when  Jesus  came.  The  other  disciples 
therefore  said  unto  him.  We  have  seen  the  Lord.  But 
he  said  unto  them.  Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the 
print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of 
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the  nails,  and  put  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will  not  be- 
lieve. 

And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples  were  within, 
and  Thomas  with  them.  Jesus  cometh,  the  doors  being 
shut,  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  said,  Peace  he  unto 
you.  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger, 
and  see  my  hands;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand,  and  put 
it  into  my  side :  and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing.

Consider  the  lilies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow;  they 
toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin:  yet  I  say  unto  you,  that 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one 
of  these.  But  if  God  doth  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the 
field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the 
oven,  shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little 
faith?    Be  not  therefore  anxious,  saying.  What  shall 
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we  eat?  or,  What  shall  we  drink?  or,  Wherewithal  shall 
we  be  clothed?  For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gen- 
tiles seek;  for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye 
have  need  of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  his 
kingdom,  and  his  righteousness ;  and  all  these  things 
shall  be  added  unto  you.  ^Be  not  therefore  anxious  for 
the  morrow :  for  the  morrow  will  be  anxious  for  itself. 
Sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof.

And  other  fell  on  the  rocky  ground,  where 
it  had  not  much  earth;  and  straightway  it  sprang  up, 
because  it  had  no  deepness  of  earth :  and  when  the  sun 
was  risen,  it  was  scorched;  and  because  it  had  no  root, 
it  withered  away.  And  other  fell  among  the  thorns, 
and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and  choked  it,  and  it 
yielded  no  fruit.  And  others  fell  into  the  good  ground, 
and  yielded  fruit,  growing  up  and  increasing;  and 
brought  forth,  thirtyfold,  and  sixtyfold,  and  a  hun- 
dredfold. And  he  said,  Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear. 

And  when  he  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  him 
with  the  twelve  asked  of  him  the  parables.  And  he 
said  unto  them.  Unto  you  is  given  the  mystery  of  the 
kingdom  of  God :  but  unto  them  that  are  without,  all 
things  are  done  in  parables :  that  seeing  they  may  see, 
and  not  perceive ;  and  hearing  they  may  hear,  and  not 
understand;  lest  haply  they  should  turn  again,  and  it 
should  be  forgiven  them.  And  he  saith  unto  them, 
Know  ye  not  this  parable  ?  and  how  shall  ye  know  all 
the  parables?  The  sower  soweth  the  word.  And  these 
are  they  by  the  way  side,  where  the  word  is  sown; 
and  when  they  have  heard,  straightway  cometh  Satan, 
and  taketh  away  the  word  which  hath  been  sown  in 
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them.  And  these  in  like  manner  are  they  that  are 
sown  upon  the  rocky  places,  who,  when  they  have 
heard  the  word,  straightway  receive  it  with  joy;  and 
they  have  no  root  in  themselves,  but  endure  for  a 
while;  then,  when  tribulation  or  persecution  ariseth  be- 
cause of  the  word,  straightway  they  stumble.  And 
others  are  they  that  are  sown  among  the  thorns;  these 
are  they  that  have  heard  the  word,  and  the  cares  of  the 
world,  and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches,  and  the  lusts  of 
other  things  entering  in,  choke  the  word,  and  it  becom- 
eth  unfruitful.  And  those  are  they  that  were  sown 
upon  the  good  ground;  such  as  hear  the  word,  and 
accept  it,  and  bear  fruit,  thirtyfold,  and  sixty  fold,  and 
a  hundredfold.

The  wind  bloweth  where  it  will,  and  thou 
hearest  the  voice  thereof,  but  knowest  not  whence  it 
Cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth :  so  is  every  one  that  is 
born  of  the  Spirit.  Nicodemus  answered  and  said  unto 
him.  How  can  these  things  be?  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  Art  thou  the  teacher  of  Israel,  and  un- 
derstandest  not  these  things?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee.  We  speak  that  which  we  know,  and  bear  witness 
of  that  which  we  have  seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our 
witness.

'MERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not 
^  by  the  door  into  the  fold  of  the  sheep,  but  climbeth 
up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 
But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of 
the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth ;  and  the  sheep 
hear  his  voice :  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name, 
and  leadeth  them  out.  When  he  hath  put  forth  all  his 
own,  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him: 

And  a  stranger  will  they  not 
follow,  but  will  flee  from  him:  for  they  know  not  the 
voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto 
them :  but  they  understood  not  what  things  they  were 
which  he  spake  unto  them.

I  am  the  door ;  by  me  if  any  man 
enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  go  out, 
and  shall  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  that 
he  may  steal,  and  kill,  and  destroy :  I  came  that  they 
may  have  life,  and  may  have  it  abundantly.  I  am  the 
good  shepherd:  the  good  shepherd  layeth  down  his  life 
for  the  sheep.  He  that  is  a  hireling,  and  not  a  shep- 
herd, whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  beholdeth  the  wolf 
coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth,  and  the  wolf 
snatcheth  them,  and  scattereth  them :  he  fleeth  because 
he  is  a  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am 
the  good  shepherd ;  and  I  know  mine  own,  and  mine 
own  know  me,  even  as  the  Father  knoweth  me,  and  I 
know  the  Father;  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep.

Bihic  Reading  70  John  4: 

IggHEN  therefore  the  Lord  knew  that  the  Pharisees 
had  heard  that  Jesus  was  making  and  baptizing 
more  disciples  than  John  (although  Jesus  himself  bap- 
tized not,  but  his  disciples),  he  left  Judaea,  and  depart- 
ed again  into  Galilee.  And  he  must  needs  pass  through 
Samaria.  So  he  cometh  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  called 
Sychar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Jacob  gave 
to  his  son  Joseph :  and  Jacob's  well  was  there.  Jesus 
therefore,  being  wearied  with  his  journey,  sat  thus  by 
the  well.  It  was  about  the  sixth  hour.  There  cometh 
a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water :  Jesus  saith  unto 
her,  Give  me  to  drink.  For  his  disciples  were  gone 
away  into  the  city  to  buy  food.  The  Samaritan  woman 
therefore  saith  unto  him.  How  is  it  that  thou,  being  a 
Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  who  am  a  Samaritan  woman? 
(For  Jews  have  no  dealings  with  Samaritans.)  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  her,  If  thou  knewest  the  gift 
of  God,  and  who  it  is  that  saith  to  thee,  Give  me  to 
drink ;  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of  him,  and  he  would 
have  given  thee  living  water.  The  woman  saith  unto 
him.  Sir,  thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  well 
is  deep:  whence  then  hast  thou  that  living  water?  Art 
thou  greater  than  our  father  Jacob,  who  gave  us  the 
well,  and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his  sons,  and  his 
cattle?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her.  Every  one 
that  drinketh  of  this  water  shall  thirst  again :  but  who- 
soever drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall 
never  thirst ;  but  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall 
become  in  him  a  well  of  water  springing  up  unto  eter- 
nal life.  The  woman  saith  unto  him.  Sir,  give  me  this 
water,  that  I  thirst  not,  neither  come  all  the  way  hither 
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to  draw.  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Go,  call  th}^  husband 
and  come  hither.  The  woman  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  I  have  no  husband.  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Thou 
saidst  well,  I  have  no  husband:  for  thou  hast  had  five 
husbands;  and  he  whom  thou  now  hast  is  not  thy  hus- 
band :  this  hast  thou  said  truly.  The  woman  saith  unto 
him.  Sir,  I  perceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet.  Our  fath- 
ers worshipped  in  this  mountain;  and  ye  say,  that  in 
Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to  worship. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  believe  me,  the  hour 
cometh,  when  neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  in  Jerusa- 
lem, shall  ye  worship  the  Father.  Ye  worship  that 
which  ye  know  not :  we  worship  that  which  we  know ;

OW  a  certain  man  was  sick,  Lazarus  of  Bethan}', 
of  the  village  of  ^Mary,  and  her  sister  ]\Iartha.  And 
it  was  that  ]\Iary  who  anointed  the  Lord  with  ointment, 
and  wiped  his  feet  with  her  hair,  whose  brother  Laza- 
rus was  sick.  The  sisters  therefore  sent  unto  him,  say- 
ing, Lord,  behold,  he  whom  thou  lovest  is  sick.  But 
when  Jesus  heard  it,  he  said.  This  sickness  is  not  unto 
death,  but  for  the  glory  of  God,  that  the  Son  of  God 
may  be  glorified  thereby.  ^ 

So  when  Jesus  came,  he  found  that  he  had  been  in 
the  tomb  four  days  already.  Now  Bethany  was  nigh 
unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen  furlongs  off  ;  and  many 
of  the  Jews  had  come  to  ^Martha  and  ]\Iary,  to  console 
them  concerning  their  brother.  ^lartha  therefore,  when 
she  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming,  went  and  met  him : 
but  ]\Iary  still  sat  in  the  house.  ]\Iartha  therefore  said 
unto  Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother 
had  not  died.  And  even  now  I  know  that,  whatsoever 
thou  shalt  ask  of  God,  God  will  give  thee.  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Th}''  brother  shall  rise  again.  ]\Iartha  saith 
unto  him,  I  know  that  he  shall  rise  again  in  the  resur- 
rection at  the  last  da}^  Jesus  said  unto  her,  I  am  the 
resurrection,  and  the  life :  he  that  believeth  on  me. 
though  he  die,  3^et  shall  he  live  ;  and  whosoever  livetli 
and  believeth  on  me  shall  never  die.  Believest  thou 
this  ?  She  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord :  I  have  believed 
that  thou  art  the  Christ  the  Son  of  God,  even  he  that 
Cometh  into  the  world.  And  when  she  had  said  this, 
she  went  awa}^,  and  called  ^Mar}'  her  sister  secretl}', 
saying.  The  Teacher  is  here,  and  calleth  thee.  And  she, 
when  she  heard  it,  arose  quickly,  and  went  unto  him. 
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(Now  Jesus  was  not  yet  come  into  the  village,  but 
was  still  in  the  place  where  Martha  met  him.)  The 
Jews  then  w^ho  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and  were 
consoling  her,  when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she  rose  up 
quickly  and  went  out,  followed  her,  supposing  that  she 
was  going  unto  the  tomb  to  weep  there.  Mary  there- 
fore, when  she  came  where  Jesus  was,  and  saw  him, 
fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying  unto  him.  Lord,  if  thou 
hadst  been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died.  When  Jesus 
therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews  also  weeping 
who  came  with  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and  was 
troubled,  and  said.  Where  have  ye  laid  him?  They 
say  unto  him,  Lord,  come  and  see.  Jesus  wept.  The 
Jews  therefore  said,  Behold  how  he  loved  him !  But 
some  of  them  said.  Could  not  this  man,  who  opened  the 
eyes  of  him  that  was  blind,  have  caused  that  this  man 
also  should  not  die?  Jesus  therefore  again  groaning 
in  himself  cometh  to  the  tomb.  Now  it  was  a  cave, 
and  a  stone  lay  against  it.  Jesus  saith,  Take  ye  away 
the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister  of  him  that  was  dead, 
saith  unto  him,  Lord,  by  this  time  the  body  decayeth ; 
for  he  hath  been  dead  four  days.  Jesus  saith  unto  her, 
Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou  believedst,  thou 
shouldest  see  the  glory  of  God?  So  they  took  away 
the  stone.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  said, 
Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou  heardest  me.  And  I 
knew  that  thou  hearest  me  always :  but  because  of 
the  multitude  that  standeth  around  I  said  it,  that  they 
may  believe  that  thou  didst  send  me.  And  when  he 
had  thus  spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lazarus, 
come  forth.  He  that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand 
and  foot  with  grave-clothes;  and  his  face  was  bound 
about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Loose  him, 
and  let  him  go. 

I\Iany  therefore  of  the  Jews,  who  came  to  Mary  and 
beheld  that  which  he  did,  believed  on  him.  But  some 
of  them  went  away  to  the  Pharisees,  and  told  them  the 
things  which  Jesus  had  done.

ON  of  Man,  I  understand  Thy  tears  in  the  grave- 
3^ard  of  Bethany.  J\Ien  have  asked  the  reason  of 
Thy  weeping — weeping  for  one  Thou  wert  about  to 
raise !  But  it  was  not  for  Lazarus,  nor  3^et,  methinks, 
for  death.  It  was  for  the  false  view  men  had  formed 
of  death.  It  was  because  the  world  could  think  so 
meanly  of  Th}^  Father  as  to  believe  that  He  could 
extinguish  in  an  hour  a  life  to  which  He  had  given  the 
powers  of  eternity.  It  is  written  of  Thee  that  Thou 
didst  enter  the  grave3'ard  of  Bethany  breathing  in- 
dignation. Often  it  seemed  to  me  a  strange  senti- 
ment for  a  cemeter}^  But  I  understand  it  now.  I  un- 
derstand both  the  indignation,  and  the  weeping,  for 
these  two  were  one.  Men  were  impeaching  the  honor 
of  Thy  Father,  for  having  given  man  a  soul,  and  then 
laid  him  in  the  dust.  Thou  wert  jealous  for  Thy 
Father's  glory;  I  appreciate  the  swellings  of  Thy  heart, 
I  appreciate  the  moisture  of  Thine  eye !

Lord,  dost  thou  at  this  time  restore 
the  kingdom  to  Israel?  And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is 
not  for  you  to  know  times  or  seasons,  which  the  Father 
hath  set  within  his  own  authority.  But  ye  shall  re- 
ceive power,  when  the  Holy  Spirit  is  come  upon  you : 
and  ye  shall  be  my  witnesses  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  Judaea  and  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth.  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  as 
they  were  looking,  he  was  taken  up ;  and  a  cloud  re- 
ceived him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they  were 
looking  stedfastly  into  heaven  as  he  went,  behold  two 
men  stood  by  them  in  white  apparel ;  who  also  said, 
Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  looking  into  heaven? 
this  Jesus,  who  was  received  up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  beheld  him  going 
into  heaven. 
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Then  returned  they  unto  Jerusalem  from  the  mount 
called  Olivet,  which  is  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  a  sabbath 
day's  journey  off.  *  ^  * 

And  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  now  come,  they 
were  all  together  in  one  place.  And  suddenly  there 
came  from  heaven  a  sound  as  of  the  rushing  of  a 
mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house  where  they  were 
sitting.  And  there  appeared  unto  them  tongues  parting 
asunder,  like  as  of  fire ;  and  it  sat  upon  each  one  of 
them.  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  began  to  speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit 
gave  them  utterance.

And 
he  said,  Who  art  thou.  Lord?  And  he  said,  I  am 
Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest :  but  rise,  and  enter  into 
the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must  do. 
And  the  men  that  journeyed  with  him  stood  speech- 
less, hearing  the  voice,  but  beholding  no  man.  And 
Saul  arose  from  the  earth;  and  when  his  eyes  were 
opened,  he  saw  nothing;  and  they  led  him  by  the  hand, 
and  brought  him  into  Damascus.  And  he  was  three 
days  without  sight,  and  did  neither  eat  nor  drink. 

Now  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias ;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  him  in  a  vision, 
Ananias.  And  he  said,  Behold,  I  am  here,  Lord.  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  to  the  street 
which  is  called  Straight,  and  inquire  in  the  house  of 
Judas  for  one  named  Saul,  a  man  of  Tarsus :  for  be- 
hold, he  prayeth;  and  he  hath  seen  a  man  named 
Ananias  coming  in,  and  laying  his  hands  on  him,  that 
he  might  receive  his  sight.  *  *  ^  And  Ananias  depart- 
ed, and  entered  into  the  house ;  and  laying  his  hands 
on  him  said.  Brother  Saul,  the  Lord,  even  Jesus,  who 
appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  which  thou  earnest,  hath 
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sent  me,  that  thou  mayest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be 
filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  straightway  there 
fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  were  scales,  and  he  received 
his  sight;  and  he  arose  and  was  baptized;  and  he  took 
food  and  was  strengthened. 

And  he  was  certain  days  with  the  disciples  that  were 
at  Damascus.  And  straightway  in  the  synagogues  he 
proclaimed  Jesus,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  God.

So  he  reasoned  in  the  synagogue 
with  the  Jews  and  the  devout  persons,  and  in  the  mar- 
ketplace every  day  with  them  that  met  him.  *  *  *  And 
Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  the  Areopagus,  and  said, 

Ye  men  of  Athens,  in  all  things  I  perceive  that  ye 
are  very  religious.  For  as  1  passed  along,  and  observed 
the  objects  of  your  worship,  I  found  also  an  altar  with 
this  inscription.  To  an  Unknown  God.  What  there- 
fore ye  worship  in  ignorance,  this  I  set  forth  unto  you. 
The  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things  therein, 
he,  being  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in 
temples  made  with  hands ;  neither  is  he  served  by 
men's  hands,  as  though  he  needed  anything,  seeing 
he  himself  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath,  and  all  things ; 
and  he  made  of  one  every  nation  of  men  to  dwell 
on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  having  determined  their 
appointed  seasons,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habitation; 
-that  they  should  seek  God,  if  haply  they  might  feel 
after  him  and  find  him,  though  he  is  not  far  from 
each  one  of  us :  for  in  him  we  live,  and  move,  and 
have  our  being;  as  certain  even  of  your  own  poets 
have  said. 

For  we  are  also  his  offspring. 

Being  then  the  offspring  of  -God,  we  ought  not  to 
think  that  the  Godhead  is  like  unto  gold,  or  silver,  or 
stone,  graven  by  art  and  device  of  man.  The  times 
of  ignorance  therefore  God  overlooked;  but  now  he

Bihle  Reading  80  Romans  3: 

EING  therefore  justified  by  faith,  we  have  peace 
with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  through 
whom  also  we  have  had  our  access  by  faith  into  this 
grace  wherein  we  stand;  and  we  rejoice  in  hope  of  the 
glory  of  God.  And  not  only  so,  but  we  also  rejoice  in 
our  tribulations :  knowing  that  tribulation  worketh 
stedfastness ;  and  stedfastness,  approvedness ;  and  ap- 
provedness,  hope:  and  hope  putteth  not  to  shame;  be- 
cause the  love  of  God  hath  been  shed  abroad  in  our 
hearts  through  the  Holy  Spirit  which  was  given  unto 
us.  For  while  we  were  yet  weak,  in  due  season  Christ 
died  for  the  ungodly.  For  scarcely  for  a  righteous  man 
will  one  die:  for  peradventure  for  the  good  man  some 
one  would  even  dare  to  die.  But  God  commendeth  his 
own  love  toward  us,  in  that,  while  we  were  yet  sin- 
ners, Christ  died  for  us.  Much  more  then,  being  now 
justified  by  his  blood,  shall  we  be  saved  from  the 
wrath  of  God  through  him.  For  if,  while  we  were 
enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  through  the  death 
of  his  Son,  much  more,  being  reconciled,  shall  we  be 
saved  by  his  life;  and  not  only  so,  but  we  also  rejoice 
in  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  through  whom 
we  have  now  received  the  reconciliation. 

Therefore,  as  through  one  man  sin  entered  into  the 
world,  and  death  through  sin ;  and  so  death  passed 
unto  all  men,  for  that  all  sinned: — for  until  the  law 
sin  was  in  the  world ;  but  sin  is  not  imputed  when 
there  is  no  law.  Nevertheless  death  reigned  from 
Adam  until  Aloses,  even  over  them  that  had  not  sinned 
after  the  likeness  of  Adam's  transgression,  who  is  a 
figure  of  him  that  was  to  come.    But  not  as  the  tres-

Bible  Reading  8i  Romans  6: 

^^HAT  shall  we  say  then?  Shall  we  continue  in  sin, 
^  that  grace  may  abound?  God  forbid.  We  who 
died  to  sin,  how  shall  we  any  longer  live  therein?  Or 
are  ye  ignorant  that  all  we  who  were  baptized  into 
Christ  Jesus  were  baptized  into  his  death?  We 
were  buried  therefore  with  him  through  baptism 
into  death :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  from 
the  dead  through  the  glory  of  the  Father,  so  we  also 
might  walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  be- 
come united  with  him  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we 
shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection;  know- 
ing this,  that  our  old  man  was  crucified  with  him,  that 
the  body  of  sin  might  be  done  away,  that  so  we  should 
no  longer  be  in  bondage  to  sin;  for  he  that  hath  died  is 
justified  from  sin.  But  if  we  died  with  Christ,  we  be- 
lieve that  we  shall  also  live  with  him;  knowing  that 
Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more;  death 
no  more  hath  dominion  over  him.  For  the  death  that 
he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once:  but  the  life  that  he 
liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God.  Even  so  reckon  ye  also 
yourselves  to  be  dead  unto  sin,  but  alive  unto  God  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in  your  mortal  body, 
that  ye  should  obey  the  lusts  thereof :  neither  present 
your  members  unto  sin  as  instruments  of  unrighteous- 
ness; but  present  yourselves  unto  God,  as  alive  from 
the  dead,  and  your  members  as  instruments  of  right- 
eousness unto  God.  For  sin  shall  not  have  dominion 
over  you:  for  ye  are  not  under  law,  but  under  grace. 

What  then?  shall  we  sin,  because  we  are  not  under 
law,  but  under  grace?    God  forbid.    Know  ye  not,  that 
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to  whom  ye  present  yourselves  as  servants  unto  obedi- 
ence, his  servants  ye  are  whom  ye  obe}^  whether  of 
sin  unto  death,  or  of  obedience  unto  righteousness? 
But  thanks  be 'to  God,  that,  whereas  ye  were  servants 
of  sin,  ye  became  obedient  from  the  heart  to  that  form 
of  teaching  whereunto  ye  were  delivered ;  and  being 
made  free  from  sin,  ye  became  servants  of  righteous- 
ness. *  ^  *  But  now  being  made  free  from  sin  and 
become  servants  to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto  sanc- 
tification,  and  the  end  eternal  life.

Bible  Reading  82  Romans  8: 

HERE  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them 
that  are  in  Christ  Jesus.  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit 
of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  made  me  free  from  the  law  of 
sin  and  of  death.  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in 
that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh,  God,  sending  his 
own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh  and  for  sin, 
condemned  sin  in  the  flesh :  that  the  ordinance  of  the 
law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the 
flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit.  For  they  that  are  after  the 
flesh  mind  the  things  of  the  flesh ;  but  they  that  are 
after  the  Spirit  the  things  of  the  Spirit.  For  the  mind 
of  the  flesh  is  death;  but  the  mind  of  the  Spirit  is  life 
and  peace :  because  the  mind  of  the  flesh  is  enmity 
against  God;  for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God, 
neither  indeed  can  it  be :  and  they  that  are  in  the  flesh 
cannot  please  God.  But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh  but  in 
the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in 
you.  But  if  any  man  hath  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
he  is  none  of  his.  And  if  Christ  is  in  you,  the  body  is 
dead  because  of  sin;  but  the  spirit  is  life  because  of 
righteousness.  But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up 
Jesus  from  the  dead  dwelleth  in  you,  he  that  raised 
up  Christ  Jesus  from  the  dead  shall  give  life  also  to 
your  mortal  bodies  through  his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in 
you. 

So  then,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh, 
to  live  after  the  flesh :  for  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh, 
ye  must  die;  but  if  by  the  Spirit  ye  put  to  death  the 
deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live.  For  as  many  as  are 
led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  these  are  the  sons  of  God. 
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For  ye  received  not  the  spirit  of  bondage  again  unto 
fear;  but  ye  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby 
we  cry,  Abba,  Father.  The  Spirit  himself  beareth  wit- 
ness with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  children  of  God:  and 
if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs 
with  Christ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we 
may  be  also  glorified  with  him. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time 
are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  which 
shall  be  revealed  to  us-ward.  *  *  *  Who  shall  separate 
us  from  the  love  of  Christ?  shall  tribulation,  or  an- 
guish, or  persecution,  or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril, 
or  sword?    Even  as  it  is  written. 

For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day  long; 

We  were  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 
Nay,  in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  loved  us.  For  I  am  persuaded,  that 
neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  principalities, 
nor  things  present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor  powers,  nor 
height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature,  shall  be  able 
to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord.

BESEECH  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies 
of  God,  to  present  your  bodies  a  Hving  sacrifice, 
holy,  acceptable  to  God,  which  is  your  spiritual  service. 
And  be  not  fashioned  according  to  this  world :  but  be 
ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that 
ye  may  prove  what  is  the  good  and  acceptable  and 
perfect  will  of  God. 

For  I  say,  through  the  grace  that  was  given  me,  to 
every  man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  himself 
more  highly  than  he  ought  to  think;  but  so  to  think 
as  to  think  soberly,  according  as  God  hath  dealt  to  each 
man  a  measure  of  faith.  For  even  as  we  have  many 
members  in  one  .  body,  and  all  the  members  have  not 
the  same  office :  so  we,  who  are  many,  are  one  body 
in  Christ,  and  severally  members  one  of  another.  And 
having  gifts  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  was 
given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesy  accord- 
ing to  the  proportion  of  our  faith;  or  ministry,  let 
us  give  ourselves  to  our  ministry ;  or  he  that  teacheth, 
to  his  teaching ;  or  he  that  exhorteth,  to  his  exhorting : 
he  that  giveth,  let  him  do  it  with  liberality;  he  that 
ruleth,  with  diligence;  he  that  showeth  mercy,  with 
cheerfulness. 

Let  love  be  without  hypocrisy.  Abhor  that  which  is 
evil ;  cleave  to  that  which  is  good.  In  love  of  the 
brethren  be  tenderly  affectioned  one  to  another;  in 
honor  preferring  one  another ;  in  diligence  not  sloth- 
ful;  fervent  in  spirit;  serving  the  Lord;  rejoicing  in 
hope;  patient  in  tribulation;  continuing  stedfastly  in 
prayer ;  communicating  to  the  necessities  of  the  saints ; 
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given  to  hospitality.  Bless  them  that  persecute  you; 
bless,  and  curse  not.  Rejoice  with  them  that  rejoice; 
weep  with  them  that  weep.  Be  of  the  same  mind  one 
toward  another.  Set  not  your  mind  on  high  things, 
but  condescend  to  things  that  are  lowly.  Be  not  wise 
in  your  own  conceits.  Render  to  no  m.an  evil  for  evil. 
Take  thought  for  things  honorable  in  the  sight  of  all 
men.  If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  in  you  lieth,  be 
at  peace  with  all  men.  Avenge  not  yourselves,  beloved, 
but  give  place  unto  the  wrath  of  God:  for  it  is  writ-* 
ten,  Vengeance  belongeth  unto  me ;  I  will  recompense, 
saith  the  Lord.  But  if  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him; 
if  he  thirst,  give  him  to  drink :  for  in  so  doing  thou 
shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  upon  his  head.  Be  not  over- 
come of  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good.

Bihle  Reading  85  1.  Corinthians  15; 

OW  if  Christ  is  preached  that  he  hath  been  raised 
from  the  dead,  howsay  some  among  you  that  there 
is  no  resurrection  of  the  dead?  But  if  there  is  no 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  neither  hath  Christ  been 
raised :  and  if  Christ  hath  not  been  raised,  then  is  our 
preaching  vain,  your  faith  also  is  vain.  Yea,  and  we 
are  found  false  witnesses  of  God;  because  we  wit- 
nessed of  God  that  he  raised  up  Christ :  whom  he 
raised  not  up,  if  so  be  that  the  dead  are  not  raised. 
For  if  the  dead  are  not  raised,  neither  hath  Christ 
been  raised :  and  if  Christ  hath  not  been  raised,  your 
faith  is  vain;  ye  are  yet  in  your  sins.  Then  they  also 
that  are  fallen  asleep  in  Christ  have  perished.  If  we 
have  only  hoped  in  Christ  in  this  life,  we  are  of  all 
men  most  pitiable. 

But  now  hath  Christ  been  raised  from  the  dead,  the 
firstfruits  of  them  that  are  asleep.

Seeing  it  is  God,  that 
said.  Light  shall  shine  out  of  darkness,  who  shined  in 
our  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  God  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that 
the  exceeding  greatness  of  the  power  may  be  of  God, 
and  not  from  ourselves;  we  are  pressed  on  every  side, 
yet  not  straitened;  perplexed,  yet  not  unto  despair; 
pursued,  yet  not  forsaken;  smitten  down,  yet  not  de- 
stroyed ;  always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying 
of  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  may  be  manifested 
in  our  body.  For  we  who  live  are  always  delivered 
unto  death  for  Jesus'  sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus 
may  be  manifested  in  our  mortal  flesh.

But  having  the  same 
spirit  of  faith,  according  to  that  which  is  written,  I 
believed,  and  therefore  did  I  speak;  we  also  believe, 
and  therefore  also  we  speak;  knowing  that  he  that 
raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  raise  up  us  also  with 
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Jesus,  and  shall  present  us  with  you.  For  all  things 
are  for  your  sakes,  that  the  grace,  being  multiplied 
through  the  many,  may  cause  the  thanksgiving  to 
abound  unto  the  glory  of  God. 

Wherefore  we  faint  not;  but  though  our  outward 
man  is  decaying,  yet  our  inward  man  is  renewed  day 
by  day.  For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  for  the  mo- 
ment, worketh  for  us  more  iand  more  exceedingly  an 
eternal  weight  of  glory;  while  we  look  not  at  the 
things  which  are  seen,  but  at  the  thingfs  which  are  not 
seen:  for  the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal;  but 
the  things  which  are  not  seen  are  eternal.

^rf OR  freedom  did  Christ  set  us  free:  stand  fast  there- 
fore,  and  be  not  entangled  again  in  a  yoke  of  bond- 

For  ye,  brethren,  were  called  for  freedom;  only  use 
not  your  freedom  for  an  occasion  to  the  flesh,  but 
through  love  be  servants  one  to  another.  For  the 
whole  law  is  fulfilled  in  one  word,  even  in  this :  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  *  *  * 

But  I  say,  Walk  by  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  ful- 
fil the  lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against 
the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh;  for  these 
are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other;  that  ye  may  not  do 
the  things  that  ye  would.  But  if  ye  are  led  by  the 
Spirit,  ye  are  not  under  the  law.  Now  the  works  of 
the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are  these :  fornication, 
uncleanness,  lasciviousness,  idolatry,  sorcery,  enmities, 
strife,  jealousies,  wraths,  factions,  divisions,  parties, 
envyings,  drunkenness,  revellings,  and  such  like;  of 
which  I  forewarn  you,  even  as  I  did  forewarn  you, 
that  they  who  practise  such  things  shall  not  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God.  But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love^ 
joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  kindness,  goodness,  faithful- 
ness, meekness,  self-control;  against  such  there  is  no 
law.  And  they  that  are  of  Christ  Jesus  have  crucified 
the  flesh  with  the  passions  and  the  lusts  thereof. 

If  we  live  by  the  Spirit,  by  the  Spirit  let  us  also 
walk.  Let  us  not  become  vainglorious,  provoking  one 
another,  envying  one  another. 

Brethren,  even  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  any  tres- 
pass, ye  who  are  spiritual,  restore  such  a  one  in  a 
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spirit  of  gentleness ;  looking  to  thyself,  lest  thou  also 
be  tempted.  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so 
fulfil  the  law  of  Christ.  For  if  a  man  thinketh  himself 
to  be  something  when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth  him- 
self. But  let  each  man  prove  his  own  work,  and  then 
shall  he  have  his  glorying  in  regard  of  himself  alone, 
and  not  of  his  neighbor.  For  each  man  shall  bear  his 
own  burden. 

But  let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate 
unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things.  Be  not  de- 
ceived ;  God  is  not  mocked :  for  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  For  he  that  soweth 
unto  his  own  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption; 
but  he  that  soweth  unto  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit 
reap  eternal  life.  And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well- 
doing: for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint 
not.  So  then,  as  we  have  opportunity,  let  us  work  that 
which  is  good  toward  all  men,  and  especially  toward 
them  that  are  of  the  household  of  the  faith.

When  our  hearts  are  growing 
cold  and  indifferent,  and  we  are  living  as  if  life  had  no 
spiritual  reality,  make  Thy  life  very  real  to  us.  When 
the  evil  memories  of  the  past  trouble  us,  and  we  mourn 
over  early  dreams  and  hopes  departed,  make  real  Thy 
forgiving  promises.  When  we  are  tempted  to  sin — 
sin  clothed  in  allurements  which  make  it  seem  less  sin- 
ful,— may  we  remember  Thee,  "tempted  in  all  points  as 
we  are,  yet  without  sin."  When  the  joys  and  successes 
come,  save  us  from  growing  narrow  with  these  absorb- 
ing interests,  and  when  we  face  the  difficulties,  the  dis- 
appointments, and  the  sorrows  of  life,  fill  us  with  con- 
quering hope,  and  abiding  4)eace,  and  enable  us  to  en- 
dure as  seeing  Him  who  is  invisible. 
We  ask  it  in  Jesus'  name.  Amen. 
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Cemptation 

Bible  Reading  95  James  i: 

/ITOUNT  it  all  joy,  my  brethren,  when  ye  fall  into 
^  manifold  temptations ;  knowing  that  the  proving 
of  your  faith  worketh  patience.  And  let  patience  have 
its  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be  perfect  and  entire, 
lacking  in  nothing. 

But  if  any  of  you  lacketh  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of 
God,  who  giveth  to  all  liberally  and  upbraideth  not ; 
and  it  shall  be  given  him.  But  let  him  ask  in  faith, 
nothing  doubting:  for  he  that  doubteth  is  like  the  surge 
of  the  sea  driven  by  the  wind  and  tossed.  For  let  not 
that  man  think  that  he  shall  receive  anything  of  the 
Lord;  a  doubleminded  man,  unstable  in  all  his  ways. 

But  let  the  brother  of  low  degree  glory  in  his  high 
estate :  and  the  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  low :  because 
as  -  the  flower  of  the  grass  he  shall  pass  away.  For 
the  sun  ariseth  with  the  scorching  wind,  and  wither- 
eth  the  grass ;  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the 
grace  of  the  fashion  of  it  perisheth :  so  also  shall  the 
rich  man  fade  away  in  his  goings. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation ;  for 
when  he  hath  been  approved,  he  shall  receive  the  crown 
of  life,  which  the  Lord  promised  to  them  that  love 
him.  Let  no  man  say  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am  tempt- 
ed of  God ;  for  God  cannot  be  tempted  with  evil,  and 
he  himself  tempteth  no  man :  but  each  man  is  tempted, 
when  he  is  drawn  away  by  his  own  lust,  and  enticed. 
Then  the  lust,  when  it  hath  conceived,  beareth  sin : 
and  the  sin,  when  it  is  full-grown,  bringeth  forth  death. 
Be  not  deceived,  my  belovea  brethren.  Every  good  gift 
and  every  perfect  gift  is  from  above,  coming  down 
from  the  Father  of  lights,  with  whom  can  be  no  varia- 
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tion,  neither  shadow  that  is  cast  by  turning.  Of  his 
own  will  he  brought  us  forth  by  the  word  of  truth, 
that  we  should  be  a  kind  of  first-fruits  of  his  creatures. 

Ye  know  this,  my  beloved  brethren.  But  let  every 
man  be  swift  to  hear,  slow  to  speak,  slow  to  wrath :  for 
the  wrath  of  man  worketh  not  the  righteousness  of 
God.  Wherefore  putting  away  all  filthiness  and  over- 
flowing of  wickedness,  receive  with  meekness  the  im- 
planted word,  which  is  able  to  save  your  souls.  But 
be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only,  delud- 
ing your  own  selves.  For  if  any  one  is  a  hearer  of  the 
word  and  not  a  doer,  he  is  like  unto  a  man  beholding 
his  natural  face  in  a  mirror:  for  he  beholdeth  him- 
self, and  goeth  away,  and  straightway  forgetteth  what 
manner  of  man  he  was.  But  he  that  looketh  into  the 
perfect  law,  the  law  of  liberty,  and  so  continueth,  be- 
ing not  a  hearer  that  forgetteth  but  a  doer  that  work- 
eth, this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his  doing.  If  any 
man  thinketh  himself  to  be  religious,  while  he  bridleth 
not  his  tongue  but  deceiveth  his  heart,  this  man's  re- 
ligion is  vain.  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  our 
God  and  Father  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and 
widows  in  their  affliction,  and  to  keep  oneself  unspotted 
from  the  world.

My  brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so 
to  be.  Doth  the  fountain  send  forth  from  the  same 
opening  sweet  water  and  bitter?  can  a  fig  tree,  my 
brethren,  yield  olives,  or  a  vine  figs?  neither  can  salt 
water  yield  sweet.

Make  our  hearts  soft  in  the  presence  of 
human  weakness,  strong  in  the  presence  of  hu- 
man need;  and  put  that  spirit  in  us  which  was  in 
our  Lord  and  Savior  who  loved  us  though  we  were 
unlovely;  and  died  for  us  though  we  were  unworthy. 
Help  us  to  live  day  by  day  as  Thy  children  here;  and, 
as  children  should,  to  look  forward  without  fear  to 
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Thine  appointments  hereafter,  and  every  day  that  we 
live,  make  us  to  know  Thee  better,  to  serve  Thee  more 
fully,  and  to  love  Thee  more  supremely.  We  ask  all 
in  the  name  of  Jesus.  Amen. 
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Bible  Reading  100  Revelation  21:22:/: 

ND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth :  for  the 
first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  are  passed  away; 
and  the  sea  is  no  more.  And  I  saw  the  holy  city,  new 
Jerusalem,  coming  down  out  of  heaven  from  God, 
made  ready  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband.  And 
I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  the  throne  saying.  Be- 
hold, the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he  shall 
dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  peoples,  and 
God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God :  and 
he  shall  wipe  away  every  tear  from  their  eyes;  and 
death  shall  be  no  more;  neither  shall  there  be  mourn- 
ing, nor  crying,  nor  pain,  any  more :  the  first  things 
are  passed  away.  And  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne 
said.  Behold,  I  make  all  things  new.  And  he  saith. 
Write:  for  these  words  are  faithful  and  true.  And  he 
said  unto  me.  They  are  come  to  pass.  I  am  the  Al- 
pha and  the  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end.  I  will 
give  unto  him  that  is  athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the 
water  of  life  freely.  He  that  overcometh  shall  inherit 
these  things ;  and  I  will  be  his  God,  and  he  shall  be 
my  son.  But  for  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and 
abominable,  and  murderers,  and  fornicators,  and  sor- 
cerers, and  idolaters,  and  all  liars,  their  part  shall  be 
in  the  lake  that  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone;  which 
is  the  second  death.  ^  *  * 

And  I  saw  no  temple  therein:  for  the  Lord  God  the 
Almighty,  and  the  Lamb,  are  the  temple  thereof.  And 
the  city  hath  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon, 
to  shine  upon  it:  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it, 
and  the  lamp  thereof  is  the  Lamb.  And  the  nations 
shall  walk  amidst  the  light  thereof :  and  the  kings  of 
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the  earth  bring  their  glory  into  it.  And  the  gates  there- 
of shall  in  no  wise  be  shut  by  day  (for  there  shall  be 
no  night  there)  :  and  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and 
the  honor  of  the  nations  into  it:  and  there  shall  in 
no  wise  enter  into  it  anything  unclean,  or  he  that  mak- 
eth  an  abomination  and  a  lie :  but  only  they  that  are 
written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life.     *  * 

And  there  shall  be  no  curse  any  more :  and  the 
throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  therein :  and 
his  servants  shall  serve  him;  and  they  shall  see  his 
face;  and  his  name  shall  he  on  their  foreheads.  And 
there  shall  be  night  no  more;  and  they  need  no  light 
of  lamp,  neither  light  of  sun;  for  the  Lord  God  shall 
give  them  light:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever.  *  *  * 

And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying  unto  me, 
These  that  are  arrayed  in  the  white  robes,  who  are 
they,  and  whence  came  they?  And  I  say  unto  him.  My 
lord,  thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to  me.  These  are  they 
that  come  out  of  the  great  tribulation,  and  they  washed 
their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb.  Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  God; 
and  they  serve  him  day  and  night  in  his  temple :  and 
he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  spread  his  taber- 
nacle over  them.  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither 
thirst  any  more ;  neither  shall  the  sun  strike  upon 
them,  nor  any  heat:  for  the  Lamb  that  is  in  the  midst 
of  the  throne  shall  be  their  shepherd,  and  shall  guide 
them  unto  fountains  of  waters  of  life:  and  God  shall 
wipe  away  every  tear  from  their  eyes.
